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Remarks upon 157 Engliſh Coins, from the Norman 
Invaſion down to the end of the Reign of Lueen 
Ilizabeth, E the Archbiſhop of York. 


Archbiſhop Sharp's Remarks upon our Silver Coins were pre- 
ſented by that Prelate to Mr. Thoreſby, who cails it a moſt 
accurate Treatiſe. It muſt be acknowhdged, however, that 
it is not without defects; but the curious Reader will obſerve 
with pleaſure, that they ariſe only from later diſcoveries in 
this pleaſing Study. The Tranſcript from whence this ts 
printed, was given by Mr. Thoreſby to Mr. Le Neve *.

ROM William I. to Edward I. there were no other 
pieces coined but Pennys. 
Great ſums (faith Stow) were paid in pounds, or 8 
of ſilver, cut into round plates called Blanks, not ſtamped,

but delivered by weight. Henry I. (faith the ſame) in the * 
8th year of his reign, ordered the penny to be quartered by ne” 
the croſs, that they might eaſily be broken into halfpence —_ 
and farthings. * 

Edward I. beſides pennys, C coined round halfpennys and 

farthings, and ſo took away the uſe of broken moneys. Theſe 
have continued in uſe ever ſince, till that King Janes I. left 
off the uſe of coining filver farthings. 

Edward IH. in the 2 5th year of his reign (faith Thomas 
Walſingham, but in the. 275th faith the Indenture in Mr. 
Lownds) by the advice of his Treaſurer, cauſed a new coin 
to be ſtamped, called a groat and a half-groat ; and from 
thence downwards, groats and twopences were coined in every 

| reign, till King Edward VI. omitted them. 

1 Stow ſaith, that ſome few groats of ſilver were coined in 
| the 8th year of Edward I. and that the coin that Speed gives 
1 us of this King, 1s one of theſe groats ; but I never ſaw any

Mr. James Hill undertook to get a "PEERS of Lord Harley's Saxon coins, 
Mr. Roger Gale undertook the Roman which relate to Britain. 
Mr. Samuel Gale undertook thoſe of the Daniſſi reigns. 
Mr. Preſident (De Neve) undertook the Englith from the Conqueſt, 
Feb. 19, Mr. Preſident brought a letter of Sir Symonds d Ewes, relating to 
. 2 work he was upon of the Engliſh coins. 
Hadtenus Memorand. Societatis Antig. 
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To theſe pieces, Henry VII. added ſhillings, in the 2oth 
year of his reign ; but there were but a few of them coined : 
I never ſaw but one of theſe ſhillings, and it was a very fair one. 
There are two more, I am told, in the hands of two curious 
perſons at London. 

The firſt Indenture that Mr. Lowes gives us, which 
mentions the coining of Teſtoons or ſhillings, bears date the 
34th of Henry VIII. From that time they were never. omitted, 
unleſs in the firſt year of Queen Mary. I have one of Henry 
VIH's coined before that time. To the forementioned coins 
Edward VI. added crowns, half-crowns, half-ſhillings, and 
threepences, but coined no groats nor half-groats. The Biſhop 
of Norwich tells me, he has ſeen a crown: piece of Henry 
VIII. and that tis now in the poſſeſſion of an acquaintance 
of his. I know not what to ſay to it; I never heard of one 
eee... i | 

Queen Mary coined ſhillings, 6 and groats, but 
no other pieces that I can find; all her ſhillings and ſixpen- 
ces were coined after her marriage with King Phillip. I have 
a coin of her's that was minted before her marriage, and the 
inſcription on the reverſe VERITAS TEMPORIS FILLIA ; 
but it is an Iriſh coin, as appears by the harp, and baſe money. 

Queen Elizabeth coined all forts of moneys hitherto men- 
tioned, and alſo three halfpenny pieces, (as is mentioned in 
the indenture, and of which I have one) which were never 
coined before ; theſe pieces were never coined afterwards, as 
neither were the filver farthings. I have a ſmall copper 
piece of this Queen, which I take to be half a farthing.

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King James I. coined crowns, half-crowns, ſhillings, fix- 
pences, twopences, pence, and halfpence, but no groats or 


threepences that ever I ſaw or heard of. I take no notice of 


bis Scotch money, current here ever ſince his reign ; nor of 


King Henry VIII. Queen Elizabeth, and this King's Iriſh 


money, reſerving them to another place.

Of the F ineneſs of our Engliſh Coins. 


HE money of England was probably as fine filver, if not 
finer, before the ſtandard which we call the ſterling was 


ſettled here, as it has been fince ; that ſtandard being brought 
in, as ſome think, not for the making our money finer, but 
making it harder, by the addition of a greater alloy than was 
uſed before. When this ſtandard was firſt ſettled here, is not 
agreed ; but this is pretty evident, that from King Edward I. 
till the 34th of Henry VIII. all the minters of England 
were obliged to make their filver money according to this 


ſtandard, viz. after the rate of 11 0z. 2 dwt. in the pound 


fine ſilver, and 18 dwit. alloy. ee the ſeveral Indentures in 
Lownds. 


In the 34th Henry VIII. the ſtandard was changed to 10 


oz. fine, and 2 0z. alloy: this was the firſt debaſing of our 


coin.. In the 36th of this King, the money was ordered to 
be made juſt half braſs and half filver ; in the next year, it 


was of 4 02. fine, and 8 oz. alloy, Tis debating of the 
| coin 
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coin continued in practice all the firſt five years of Edward 
VI. In the 5th year of his reign he coined filver of 3 oz. 
fine, and 9 0z. alloy; which was the loweſt pitch that ever 
our moneys deſcended to. Upon barrells of ſuch baſe 
money being imported hither from abroad, and found out, 

the people were ſo alarmed, that they were ready to mutiny : 

upon this, the next year the ſtandard was raiſed almoſt to 
the old fineneſs, viz. to 11 oz. 1 dwt. fine, and 19 dwt. 
alloy : and of this ſtandard are all our preſent Edwards' ſhil- 
lings, &c. the baſe ones being called in, partly then, and 
partly by Queen Elizabeth. 

All the baſe money, that I have fro of Henry VIII. re- 
preſents the King with a full face; and all his fine mohey 
with a half face; and on the contrary, all King Edward's 
baſe money is with a half face; and all his fine money (I 
peak of ſhillings and ſixpences) with a full face. 

Queen Mary's filver coins (of which I have ſeen none 
but groats) were 11 0z. fine, and 1 oz. alloy: but thoſe of 
hers that bears the ſtile of Philip and Mary, are all of the 
old ſtandard. Queen Elizabeth perfectly reſtored the old 
ſtandard, which has ever fince continued. In the 3d year 
of her reign, ſhe had two mints in the Tower ; whereof one 
was ſet up on purpoſe for the recoining of the baſe money 
of her father and brother, which ſhe had called in; and 
which continued (faith Mr. Lownds) about a year. I take 
it, that out of this mint, and from this baſe money, came 
thoſe coins of Queen Elizabeth, which inſtead of her head,

with her name and ſtile, on the one ſide; and a portcullis 


and crown, with the uſual legend of Poſut Deum, &c. on 


the other.

Take notice of this head, becauſe, when other marks 

fail us, for the finding out to what reign a coin be- 
longs, this of the weight will ſtand us in ſome ſtead. The 
old Saxon pennies were ſomething heavier than thoſe fince 
the Conqueſt ;- for I have ſome of them, that, at this day, 
weigh rather more than a penny weight. From William the 
Conqueror (and ſome time before) to Edward I. our pennies 


were of that weight which we call the penny weight ; viz. 


equal to 24 of our preſent grains; ſo that then a pound of 


ſilver was a pound both in weight and in tale. The raiſing 
of the value of filver, and leflening the weight of coins, 


in proportion, was carried on by theſe degrees. 
28th Edward I. a pound of filver was cut into as many 


pieces as made 208. and 3d. in tale. 
: | 27th Edward

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27th Edward III. into as many pieces as made 258.: This 
was when his groats were firſt coined; upon which, as Wal- 
ſingham obſerves, all things in England grew dearer. 

oth Henry V. into as many pieces as made in tale 308. 

iſt Henry VI. a pound of ſilver was ſhorn into as many 
pieces as made 37s. and 6d. in tale. 

20th Henry VII. ſhillings were firſt coined, and then a 

pound of ſilver was cut into 40 by tale. 

1ſt Henry VIII. a pound of filver was ſhorn into as many 


pieces as made 458. 


34th Henry VIII. into as many pieces as made 48 8. and 
all theſe pieces bad ſilver. 


3d Edward VI. into as many pieces as made 72s. in tale. 
6th Edward VI. into 60s. and thus continued to the latter 
end of Queen Elizabeth. 
43d Eliz. a pound of filver was coined into as many pieces 
as made 62s. And thus the coin of England has ſtood ever 
fince. 
According to this account, taken from the indentures of 
the Mint as given us by Mr. Lownds, the weight of the 
penny, and of the groat, in the ſeveral reigns, from the 


28th Edward I. will be as followeth : 


King Edward I's money, which was coined before the 28th 
of his reign, was of the old weight ; fo that his penny was 


24 gr. and his groat was full 4 dwts. The money of his 


that was coined afterwards, and fo Edward II. and II's, 
was ſomething lighter, viz. 3 d. in the pound weight. From

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the 2: th Edward III. to the gth Henry V. the penny was 
to weigh 19 gr. and the groat, 3 dwts. 4 + gr. | 

From the yth Henry V. to the firſt year of Henry VI. 
the penny was to weigh 16 gr. and the groat, 2 dwts 16 gr. 
From the iſt of Henry VI. to the 2oth Henry VII. the 


penny weighed 125 gr. and the groat, 2 dwts. 3; gr. From 


the 2oth Henry VII. to the iſt Henry VIII. the penny 
weighed 12 gr. and the groat, 2 dwts. For the firſt 33 years 


of King Henry VIII. his penny was to weigh 10 5 gr. and 
his groat, 1 dwt. 18 5 gr. 


I have a groat of this King that weighs 5 gr. more than 
the weight I have now given from the indenture. 
From the 434th Henry VIII. when the baſe money came 


in, to the zd of Edward VI. the penny was to weigh 10 gr. 


and the groat, 1 dwt. 16 gr. ; the Teſtoon, or ſhilling, 5 dwts. 
From the 3d Edward VI. to the 6th, (when every ounce of 
filver, though mingled three parts with braſs, was raiſed to 


fix ſhillings) the ſhillings that were then coined were to. 


weigh 3 dwts. 8 gr. (groats, if there had been any coined, 
would have weighed 1 dwt. 23 gr.). This was the d 


coin that ever we had. 


From the 6th Edward VI. to the 43d Queen Elizabeth, | 


the penny was to weigh 8 gr. the groat, 1 dwt. 8 gr. the 
thilling, 4 dwts. the crown, an oz. From thence to this day, 


our penny ought to weigh 7 gr. and almoſt three quarters 
(viz. wanting the 124th part of a grain); our groat, 1 dwt. 7 gr. 
our ſhilling, 3 dwts. 21 gr. and our crown, 19 dwts. 18 5 3-40 
or an ounce wanting twopence.

Of the Impreſſes or Stamps upon our Coins. 


LL. our Engliſh coins have the King's head upon one 
| fide of them; except, 1ſt, a coin of King Edward IV. 
Cris by Selden and Speed aſcribed to him, though his name 
is not upon it) in which, on one fide, are the arms of France 
and England quarterly; on the other, three crowns, one upon - 
another. And except, 2dly, the coin I before mentioned of 
Queen Elizabeth, where, on the one fide, are the arms of 
France and England ; and on the other, a portcullis crowned. 


Note, that in all the larger coins, from Edward III. to 
Henry VII. the King's head is placed in a roſe drawn 
round the coin, within the inner circle; tis much of the 


ſame figure with that on the reverſe of our golden coins: 
from whence they had the name of roſe-nobles, and roſe- 
rials. Henry VII. left this off; though in the golden coins 


it was ſtill continued. Note alſo, that in the ancient coins 


minted in Ireland (which, from King John's time to Edward 


IV. were. of the ſame weight, fineneſs, and currency, as 


thoſe of England) the King's head is placed in a triangle. 
The King's head on our coin is always crowned, though 
the crowns on the ancient coins are much different, both 


from one another, and from that Imperial Crown of Eng- 


land (as it is ſtiled) which is upon the modern ones. The 
two Williams have on their coins the pearled diadem, having 


Gi: label: 
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labels at each ear, and ſomething like an arch that goes croſs 


the head: this is Selden's deſcription of it *; and it agrees 


woll with the coins, which are to be ſeen in Speed. In that 
which I have of Henry I. he is crowned with an open 
crown of three fleurs de lis, without any rays between the 


flowers; as alſo, without labels or pearls hanging at each ear, 


as Selden deſcrrbes this King's crown, and as Speed has given 
the picture of it. King Stephen's crown is much the fame, 
only the flowers are raiſed higher. 


[Thoſe that I have of Henry II. have for the crown a row ' 
of points, uſually five in number, with a croſs raiſed upon 
the middlemoſt of them, and ſomething like labels at 


the ears. Henry III's crown in thoſe pieces that I have, is 


ſomething different, having a pretty thick line inſtead of the 
five points ; on each end, of which is a point raiſed, and 4 
croſs upon the middle of it; and under it three points. The 
crown of King John is not ſo plainly diſcernible, it being 
hid in the angle of the triangle, in which his head is put, 
in all the coins I have ſeen of his (they being all ſtamped 


in Ircland) : but I judge it to be much like that of his ſon 


Henry III. The crowns from Edward I. to Henry V. are 
all alike, viz. open flowery crowns, conſiſting of three fleurs 
de lis, with two rays or leſſer flowers between them, but not 


raiſed ſo high. 
The firſt coins that have the arched crown, with the globe 
and croſs upon it, ſeem to be thoſe of Henry VI. Whether

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his two next ſucceſſors had this ſort of crown in their coins, 
J much doubt: if thoſe be theirs, which I take to be, they 
uſed the old open crown. And of that kind likewiſe are the 
three crowns (as Selden takes notice) in that piece of Edward 


IV. I before mentioned. The crown is alſo the ſame, viz. 


open, and without arch, in King Edward IV's gold roſe- 
noble, of which I have a very fair one. From King Henry 
VII. downward, the arched crown, with the globe. and 
croſs, hath been always uſed. | 

Moſt of the Kings to Edward I's time, have ſcepters in 
their coins; from that time we meet with none till Queen 
Elizabeth's crown- pieces and half- crowns. I had forgot the 
ſcepters in the pence and halfpence. of Henry VIII. The 
ſcepter is wanting in that piece which Speed gives us of 
William Rufus. I have alſo a coin which I take to be Wil- 
| liam the Conqueror's, which wants the ſcepter. Thoſe of 
King Henry I. Stephen, Henry. II. John, Henry III. all 
- have it. William the Conqueror has ſometimes one, ſome- | 
times two. I have one of Henry Ul. that. y wants it, but all 
the reſt have it. VVVVVF On, 


From William the Cm to Henry VII. you may 5 
rarely meet with a coin, wherein the King i is not drawn.with 


an open or full face. I have a coin of one of the. Williams 
with half a face, but I never ſaw any other.. Speed puts 
King Stephen with a half face; but that which I have of 
him is not ſo, both the eyes being to be ſeen, though the 
face is ſomething ſideways. From Henry VII. downward, 
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you ſhall as rarely meet with any coins but what are half- 
ifaced. I know none that are not ſo; but the baſe money of 
Henry VIII. and the fine ſhillings, ſixpences, and three- 
pences, of Edward VI. which, as I took notice before, 
have full faces. 


The impreſſes on the reverſe of our coins till about Henry 
VII's time, (when the French and Engliſh arms were 


brought into out filver moneys) was a croſs, one or more, or 
ſome knot or flower, wherein the figure of a croſs was ex- 
hibited, or at leaſt alluded to. I know but one exception to 
this ; and that is the Iriſh coin of King John, where, inſtead 


of a croſs, you have an half-moon and ſtar : perhaps his 
Engliſh coins were different. For the firſt five or ſix 
reigns after the Conqueſt, theſe croſſes were in great variety ; 
and that not only in the coins of different kings, but in 
thoſe of the ſame kings. 

IT have obſerved five differences in the coins of the two 


Williams, and three in thoſe of Henry I. if we take in that 
which Speed puts down for his. I have five of Henry II. 
all alike, but quite different from that which Speed puts 


down under his name; mine have a double croſs, (or a croſs 
made with double lines) in each of whoſe quarters are four 


_ globules or bullets, put in the form of a little croſs. Juſt 


after the ſame faſhion is the impreſs on Henry III's coin; 
but with theſe two differences, viz. 1ſt, whereas the. croſs 


in Henry II's money, and in all the coins before him, was 


made to terminate 1n the inner circle of the piece, and did 
not 
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not reach to the extremity; in Henry III's money, it was 
carried on to- the very edge of the piece, ſo as to interſect the 
letters of the inſcription : 2dly, whereas in Henry II's mo- 


ney there were four globules or bullets put, as I ſaid, -in the 


form of a croſs ; in Henry III's coin there were only three, 
-and thoſe put in the form of a triangle. 

From hence forward there was a variation in the reverſe of 
our coins ; for all the ſucceeding reigns followed the impreſs 
of Henry III. both as to the large croſs and three bullets ; 
only with this difference, that whereas Henry III's croſs was 
made with double lines like his father's, thoſe of the follow- 


ing reigns are all drawn with ſingle lines, pretty broad. Thus 


continued the impreſs on the reverſe of our coins, till 
Henry VII. threw the three globules out of the eroſs to make 
room for the arms of France and England, which, from 
hence forward, took their place. I dare not ſay, he was: the 


firſt that put theſe arms on his ſilver coins (in the golden 


coins they had been uſed ever ſince Edward III.); but I be- 
Heve he was the firſt that uſed them conſtantly. The half- 
groat with the three crowns, aſcribed to Edward IV. has 
them; but his common coins, I take it, were of the old 


faſhion, with the croſs and bullets. 


Whether any of l King Henry VI's filver Engliſh coins had 


the arms of France and England quarterly upon them, I can- 


not tell: I never ſaw any that had, unleſs thoſe pennies be 


his with the King in his robes fitting in a chair, with a 
ſecepter in his right hand; and in ſome of them, if I miſtake 
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not, a globe and croſs in his left, inſcribed HENRICUS.: 
_. Theſe have the arms on the reverſe ; but whether they be- 
long to Henry VI. or VIII. (as ſome think) I know not.

I am now convinced they are Henry VIII's money, ſome: 
of them, coined at Vork, having Molten s T. W. and Car- 
dinal's Hat. 

The common x groats and half- groats of Henry VI. have 


the old impreſs of the. croſs and globules. I have a French 


coin of this King of the weight of his groat, where the 
arms of the two kingdoms are quartered, but in a way dif- 
ferent from that uſed in our Engliſh coins. On the one fide 
are two. ſhields (like thoſe on the Parliament's.coins which 
we uſed to call the Breeches) in the firſt of which are the 
three fleurs de lis, in the other the arms of France. and Eng- 
land quarterly, as on our. coins ; above. the ſhield is. the. word 
HENRIC Us; in the circle are theſe, FRANCORUM ET 
ANGLLE REX: on the other fide is. a. croſs between a fleur 


de lis and a lion; under it, HENRICUS ; in the circle, SIT 
NOMEN DOMINI BENEDIC TUM. This may be ſeen 


in Monficur Du Frefne's Gloſſary, vol. 2. col. 6 30. It. is baſe 


money. 


I have alſo a fair groat belonging to one of. the IE laſt 
Henries, where the arms are ſet: as in our common coins: the 
ſtile of it is, HENRICUS DI GRA. REX FRANC. ET 
ANGL. without the number VII. or VIII. by which one 
would think it ſhould belong to n VI.: on the reverſe” 
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is, CIVITAS TORNACl; from whence we may certainly 
conclude, it is none of Henry VI. for Tournay was not in 
the hands of the Engliſh all his reign. But after all, I am 
inclinable to think, it was coined there by Henry VIII. after 
he had taken-Tournay {which he held nine years, and of 
which he made Cardinal Wolſey Biſhop). That which 
makes me think ſo, is the half face it bears, which 
appears on none of our coins that ever I heard of (I mean 
the later ones), till thoſe of Henry VII. Stow ſaith, that in 
the year 1504, Henry VII. appointed a new coin, yiz. a 
groat and half-groat, which have but half faces. 

From Henry VII's time, the arms of France and England 
have been always put in the larger coins -to this day, except 


in Henry VIII's baſe ſhilling, which had a-roſe crowned on 


the reverſe ; but in his baſe groats and twopences the arms 


were as uſual. 'In the groats and half-groats which Car- 


dinal Wolſey coined at Vork (both which I have), there is 2 
Cardinal's hat under the King's arms; which afterwards was 
made one of the articles againſt .him.—Coke's Jur: Yartion 


of Courts, p. 94.

E inſcription. on one ſide of the coin contains the 


name and ſtile of the King or Queen. For the firſt 


eight reigns after the Conqueſt; the ſtile of the King was 


very ſhort; being no more than REX, and ſometimes REX 
AN. or AN GL. Stow tells us, that the inſcription on the 


penny of William the Conqueror was, LE REVY WILLIAM; 


but in all that I have ſeen of his, the name is either WILLEM, 
or WIEELMUS'; and the title is either ſimply. REX, or 


with the addition of AN. or ANGLO: The inſcription on 


the other ſide of the coin; during theſe eight reigns, was 


nothing elſe, as I take it, but the name of the mint-maſter, 


together, moſt commonly, with the name of the place where 


the piece was coined; and this in Saxon or Old Engliſh. 


Thus King William's EADVINE ON LUNDI; and 
Henry II's HUE ON CANT; Henry II's ADO ON 
DIVE, &c. are the ſame as Edwine i in London, Hugh in 
Canterbury, and Adam in Divelin, or Dublin. 

Edward I. to the ſtile of REX AN GL. added DOMIN US. 
HYBERNIZ, which is never wanting in his coins, nor in 
thoſe of his ſon; and it is alſo in all the groats I have ſeen 
of Edward III.; but afterwards it was left out of the coins, 
and Ireland no more mentioned (except in that piece of 


Edward IV. with the three TOWER till Ty VIII. put it 


in to 
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into his ſtile, as one of his kingdoms. On the reverſe he left 
out the mint-maſter's name, and only put in Latin the name 
of the place where the piece was minted ; as Civitas London, 
Civitas Eboraci, &c. and this continued to King Henry VII's 


time. Edward III. to his ſtile in the coins, added DEI 


GRATIA, which was ever after continued by his ſucceſſors. 


— Note, That in the ſeals it had been uſed from William IT. 


and if Speed may be believed; it was upon the coin which 
Edward I. coined. Note, 2dly, That Edward III. put this 
only upon his groats ; in the half-groats of his which I have 
ſeen, it appears not ; but all the following Kings put it upon

Aquit. is here put 
for Aquitaniz ; and this, I take it, was likewiſe the ſtile upon 
the firſt roſe-nobles ; in that which I have, France is left

May I here take notice of two miſtakes about the roſe- 


noble in Mr. Evelyn's late book ? Firſt, For Edward III's 
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roſe-noble, he gives us Edward IV's. This I gather from 
148 the number of fleurs de lis quartered with the Engliſh lions, 
1648 which, in the coin Mr. Evelyn gives us, are preciſely three; 
i th and ſo they are in Edward IV's roſe-noble ; but in Edward 
1 IIT's they are more, as is plainly to be ſeen in my pieces; 
indeed the fleurs de lis were never ſtampt three till Henry V's 
time. Again, Mr. Evelyn's piece has the ſun in the centre 
of the reverſe; and ſo has mine of Edward IV. But Cam- 
den, in his Remains, deſcribes Edward III's roſe-noble to 
have a croſs flowry in the reverſe; and ſo mine of Edward III's 
has, i 

His other miſtake is about the time of ſtriking this coin, 
which he conjectures to be about 1360, viz. the 2 5th of 
King Edward III.; but now it is plain, by the. indenture in 
Mr. Lownds, that Edward III's firſt roſe-noble was ſtruck 
| in the 18th year of his reign, in the ſame year that he coined 0 
1 florences (which, as Camden obſerves, was the firſt gold 3

now, and which Camden deſcribes, and Biſhop Tunſtall

i | James I, Edward VI. indeed, put another legend on his * 
| j baſe ſhillings ; as alſo Queen Mary upon her groats: but in all 1

was retained. From this addition of Poſui Deum, &c. it 
came, that all the larger coins have upon the reverſe two 
circular are ; in the outermoſt of which is inſcribed, Poſui, 
&c. and in the inner, the name of the city or town where 


the piece was ſtamped. 


King Henry VII. was the firſt after Henry III. who added 
his number to his name, after HENRICUS putting VII.; 


which was followed by his ſucceſſors Henry VIII. and Ed- 


ward VI. He alſo left out of his coins the name of the place 
where the piece was ſtamped, and only put Poſui, &c. in 
the circumference. This was followed by his ſucceſſor; ſave 
only with this difference, that where the piece was ſtamped 
at the common mint at London, there was Poſui, &c. When 


they were coined at ſome other place, as Canterbury or Vork, 


on theſe, inſtead of Poſui, &c. was inſeribed Civitas Cantor. 


Civitas Eboraci. 


Henry VIII. in the 33d year of his reign, ok upon him 
the title of King of Ireland; whereupon the next year 
(which was the year in which he began to coin baſe 
money), the ſtile of the coins was altered thus, HENRIC: 
8: D: G: AN GL: FRANC: ET: HYB: REX. This is his 
ſtile in the baſe monies, and it Was continued in the ſuc- 
ceeding reigns till King James I. inſtead of Angliæ, put 
Magnæ Britanniz ; which hath been uſed ever ſince. 

In ſome of the coins of Henry VI. and in all which I have 


en of Henry VII. Henry VIII. and Edward VI. the letter 


D a N is 
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N is left out in Angliz, and it is is only writ AGL. : Like- 
wiſe the ſhillings of Henry VIII. have, on the reverſe, Ad- 
jutorium, and not Adjutorem. The legend which King 
Edward VI. (for the firſt four years of his reign) put upon 
the reverſe of his baſe ſhillings was, TIMOR DOMINI 
FONS VITA. But there are two ſorts of theſe ſhillings, 
the one a great deal heavier than the other ; the light ones 
are thoſe that were coined in the zd and 4th years of his 
reign, when 72 ſhillings were cut out of a pound weight. 


J have one of each ſort. In the 5th year of his reign, when 


his money was both the worſt and the lighteſt that ever was 
ſeen in England, there was this legend put upon the reverſe of 
his ſhillings, INIMICOS EJUS INDUAM CONFUSIONE. 
I have likewiſe one of theſe, which is three parts filver, and 
nine parts braſs. In the 6th year of his reign he reſtored 


the old ſtandard very near, with the old inſcription, Poſui 
n &c.

How to dj Ninguiſb the Coins of the ſeveral Kings of the ſame 
Name. 


I. F the Two Williams..—I muſt confeſs I have no 
mark by which to diſtinguiſh their coins. The one, 
indeed, lived twenty years longer than the other ; but it is 
not eaſy to perceive any ſuch difference of age in any of the 


coins I have ſeen, If Speed diſtinguiſhed them right, then 


we 
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we may certainly tell to which of them we are to adjudge 
ſuch coins as he has given us the print of; for his Wil- 
4 liam the Conqueror has two ſcepters in his hand, and 
William II. has none but a ſtar on each fide a little below the : 


face : Both theie coins are pretty common. But what ſhall 
we ſay to the coins that are inſcribed Willem Rex, and differ 
from both thete; and that as well on the face fide, as on the 
reverſe ; of which fort my poor collection affords three. One 
of them is without any ſcepter, and the head is placed under 
a kind of portal, or tryumphal arch: This indeed I ſhould take 
to be the Conqueror's. The other has one ſcepter, viz. that 
of the croſs, but not in his right hand, as Speed's; but in 
his left. The laſt has a ſide-face, with a ſcepter before it: 
it is the neateſt of them all, and the face ſeems to be younger 
than any of the reſt. Stow faith, William the Conqueror's 
penny was with a ſcepter in his hand, and a beardleſs face; 
for, ſaith he, the Normans wore no beards, and for that he 
Wo quotes Malmſbury. 
1 II. Of the Eight Henries.— The pennies of the three firſt 
=  , Henries may eaſily be diſtinguiſhed, by what J have ſaid 
about them in the two foregoing ſections; to which add, 
that Henry III. in all the coins I have ſeen of his, put his 
number to his name. Thoſe of Henry VII. and Henry 
VII. likewiſe have their numbers joined with their names, 
beſides ſome other marks of diſtinction, which 1 have before 
given an account of; ſo that the only difficulty is to diſ- 
tinguiſn between the coins of Henry IV. V. and VI. the 
ſtile 
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ſtile of all theſe Kings being the ſame, and their faces upon 
their coins hardly to be known from one another ; the reverſe 
| | likewiſe, and the legend, being the ſame in them all. The 
marks of diſtinction between theſe three Kings' coins that 
are commonly given, and which, 'till I ſhall be better in- 
formed, I incline to believe are true ones, are theſe : 
Thoſe of King Henry VI. may be known by the arched 
crown, with the globe and croſs, that is upen the head ; 
whereas the other two Kings coins have an open crown, like 
that of Edward III. Beſides the authority of Selden for this, 
I have theſe reaſons to aſcribe this ſort of coins to be that 
King's: 1ſt, The weight of them will by no means agree with 
the coins of either of the Henries b<fore him ; they being 0 
lighter, as I have found by ſeveral trials; but they come up 
well enough to Henry VI. and Henry VIT's ſtandard ; and 18 
indeed are much of the weight of Henry VII's groats * : 
2dly, Theſe pieces (all that I have ſeen, and I myſelf have 
ſeven) were ſtamped in England, generally in London ; which 
makes it probable thev did not belong to Henry V. during 
whoſe reign the mint was fixed at Calais: Laſtly, If theſe 
pieces do not belong to Henry VI. then we have none of 
his coins; at leaſt, I never ſaw any but theſe, that could 
with any probability be aſcribed to him; and in ſo long a 
reign as his, it is hard to imagine, that we ſhould not have 
his 
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* Which they are now indiſputably proved to be. — The ſtudy of Engliſh . 
coins was in its infancy, and our worthy Metropolitan had the merit of being 8 
the firſt who reduced it to a ſyſtem, 
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his money in as great plenty as of any of the Kings of that 
time. | 1 | 

As for the coins of Henry IV. and V. the diſtinction be- 
tween them is ſomething nicer; but yet I find it to be a 
real one. Moſt of the money of theſe two reigns were 


minted at Calais. Now it is obvious to obſerve, that in ſeve- 


ral of the groats and half groats that were coined there, there 
are two little circles, pretty deeply impreſſed, put upon the 
coin, a little below the face on each ide: I cannot reſemble 
them better than to two Eylet-holes, as we call them in lin- 
nen. Theſe I have often taken notice of, tho' I did not under- 
ſtand the meaning of them. Others of the coins, both 
groats and half groats, do want theſe impreſſions or Eylet- 


holes. Now thoſe that have them, are aſcribed to Henry V. 


thoſe that have them not, are thought to belong to Henry 
IV. It is alſo to be obſerved, that in thoſe coins, where the 
Eylet-holes are put upon the face-ſide, there are alſo two an- 


ſwering them, put upon the reverſe; viz. in the middle of 


two of the triangles of Globules, in the quarters of the croſs 
which are oppoſite to one another. What ] ſay will be better un- 
derſtood by conſulting the coin that Speed gives us for Henry 
V's groat; which exactly agrees with thoſe groats of mine, 
which I take to be his. The other groats and twopences 
which I judge to be Henry IV's want theſe Eylet-holes in 


the reverſe, as well as in the face-ſide. I might, if it was 


worth the while, take notice of another diſtinction between 
theſe two ſorts of coins; viz. the difference there is in the 
marks

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three firſt letters of the name are put, viz. EDW. belong to 


marks or notes which are put at the end of each word, for 
the diſtinction of one word from another; which to any one, 


who will caſt his eye upon them, is obvious enough. As for 
Speed's threepence, as he calls it, which he gives us for a 


coin of Henry IV. I know not what to make of it: There 
were no threepences at that time; and all. groats and two- 
pences I have ſeen of Henry IV. or V. have DI GRA. in 


the ſtile, and have two circles and inſcriptions « on the reverſe; 


whereas this wants both. 


III. Of the Six Edwards. It is eaſy to know the coins of 


the two Firſt Edwards, by the account I have already given of 


them, that they were all pennies, or leſs money ; and larger 
than any that followed after: They wanted DI. GRA. Z. 


FRANC. in the ſtile; but DNS. HVB. is always there, 


even upon the halfpenny, which none of the ſmaller coins 


had, nor even the greater ones, after Edward III. REX alſo 
in theſe coins is always abbreviated by R. But it is not eaſy to 
diſtinguiſh the Firſt Edward's coins from the Second; for the 
weight, ſtile, face, and reverſe, are the ſame : only there is 
one difference obſervable in the coins, and that is in the 
putting of the name; for in ſome of the coins it is con- 
traced EDW. and in ſome at length EDWARD (but 
where you meet with EDWARDUS in a penny, as I take 
it, ti belongs to Edward III. or IV.) ; in ſome pennies it 
likewiſe is put EDWA. and in others EDWAR. All I dare 


affirm with confidence is, that all the coins where only the

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the Firſt Edward, which is quite contrary to Speed's account, 
for he gives them to Edward II. My reaſons for this are 
theſe two: 1ſt, Thoſe coins are in much greater plenty than 


the other, I dare ſay, I have met with five of theſe for one 


of the other: Now, every body knows that Edward I. 
coined abundantly more money than his ſon ; therefore, in 


reaſon, thoſe muſt be his of which there are moſt remaining. 


2dly, Edward I. is famous for ſetting up four mints at Ire- 


land, and coining a great deal of money there (ſee Sir John 


Davies his Caſe of the mixt money). Now in all the Iriſh 
coins, and I have ſeen a great many, the name 1s always put 


EDW. and never otherwiſe. Now, if theſe be Edward I's 


coins, as in reaſon we mult think they are, it is a good ar- 
gument, that the coins of England, where the name is fo 


written, do belong to him likewiſe. 


Of Edward III's money I have ſaid a great deal already, 
and ſhall have occaſion to ſay more by and by. Edward V. 


«coined no money. Edward VI. in all his coins, has added 


the number to his name, ſo that every body knows them. 
The great difficulty is about the coins of Edward IV. There 


was, no doubt, a great deal of money coined by him; for Mr. 
Lovynds gives us no fewer than fix indentures of the mint in 


his reign, and yet a piece of Edward IV's money is com- 
monly accounted a great rarity; whereas that of Edward III. 


who was long before him, is plentiſul enough. I have often 


wondered how this ſhould confe to paſs, and was apt to fancy 
there was ſome miſtake in the buſineſs; and I think I have 
E nov 
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now found it; and what it was which led people into it 
(I am ſure it was That led me). I took it for granted, and fol 
ſuppoſe others have done, that Speed had given us a right ac- 
count of thoſe two Kings' monies ; and therefore, following 
him, I aſcribed all that money I met with, which agreed with 
his print of Edward III's coin to that King, and none to 
Edward IV.; but that which Speed ſets down for his, viz. 
the piece with the arms of France and. England, and three 
crowns on the reverſe, which indeed is very rare; but now, 
upon a more careful examination of the ſeveral coins in my 
6 - poſſeſſion, all of which I took to belong to Edward III. 
JF I plainly find that Speed was in a miſtake ; and inſtead of giv- 
Z ing us Edward III's groat, as he pretended, he has really 
given us Edward IV's, and that very exactly. 
By I have a matter of fifteen Edward's groats, and. ſome half- 
| oroats ; and I plainly find they are of two ſorts, and of two 
different Kings, varying one from another both in weight and 
[ ſtile, and in the ſhape of the letters in the inſcriptions. 
The groats of one ſort are larger and thicker than the other, 
= and in weight (where they are not clipt) come up near to 
1 three penny weights; one of them wants but a grain of it: 
| E- theſe, now, undoubtedly are Edward III's, whoſe groat, by 
F the indenture, ought to be of the weight of 3 dwts. 4. gr. 
Of this ſort I have five. Thoſe of the other ſort, though 
ſome of them are very fair, do all fall ſhort of 2 dwts ; the 
heavieſt of them wants one grain of it. Now theſe cer- 
tainly belong to Edward IV. in whoſe reign the value of 
flyer 
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Flver was come to that pitch, that his groat, by the mint- 
®* maſter's indenture, was to weigh no more than 2 dwts. 3 gr. 
Of this ſort I have ten. | 
As for the ſtile, I obſerve thoſe of the bigger fort, which 
1 call Edward III's, have all of them DNS: HVB: added to 
the King's other titles; and two of them, where France 
is not in the ſtile, have AQT. viz. Aquitaniz, added to 
DNS: HVB: whereas in the leſſer ſort both are left out; as I 
obſerved before, it was in all the coins of Edward IV. Laſtly, 
There is a conſiderable difference between them, as to the 
figure of the letters in the inſcription, thoſe of the bigger 
ſort having the letters more like thoſe that are to be ſeen in 
the coins of Edward I. and II. whereas thoſe in the other 
fort are exactly like thoſe we meet with in the coins of 
Henry VI. and VII. Particularly, I take notice of the letter 
N in Angl. Franc. and London, how differently it is figured 
in theſe two coins. In the larger ſort it is drawn as in the 
old coins before Edward III's days, with two ſtreight thick 
lines, and a ſmall one interſecting them obliquely towards 
the middle, in this faſhion H, not much unlike a Roman H; 
but in the leſſer ſort it has exactly the figure that Speed gives 
it, and was ſo uſed in all the coins of Hen. IV. V. VI. and VII. 
viz. after this faſhion Iꝰ. I think theſe are proofs enough, 
that the one ſort of groats do belong to Edward III. and the 
other to Edward IV. For a further confirmation of this, I 
have a groat of the leſſer ſort, of the ſame face and reverſe 
1 with the reſt, ſtampt at Waterford, in Ireland; which,

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| | though it be a very fair one, yet it wants 18 gr. of the weight; 
| that even Edward IV's groats ought to be of. 
| It is impoſſible how this ſhould belong to Edward III. 
El both becauſe it falls ſhort almoſt two thirds of the weight of 
! his money; and alfo becauſe, in his reign (if Sir John 
Davies ſays true), there was no mint at Waterford, it being 
Edward IV. (as he tells us) who firſt ſet up a mint there, as 
alſo another at Trim, another at Gallway, &c. and did, by 
Parliament, in the fifth year of his reign, raiſe the value of 
A the Iriſh money one fourth part; ſo that, whereas before it 
| was equal in weight and value to the Engliſh, now three- 
f pence Engliſh was to be fourpence Iriſh. This gives us a 
| | reaſon for the lightneſs of the groat 1 ſpeak of, 
1 IV. Of the Three Richards. — Richard I's money I never 
I faw ; but to be ſure it muſt be like the pennies of that time, 
of which I have already given an account. | 

Speed gives us no print of Richard II's filver money, but 
only a gold coin; and none at all of Richard III's ; and yet it 
is certain he coined both gold and filver ; for there is the mint- 
maſter's indenture, bearing date the firſt of his reign, given 
us by Mr. Lownds. I have two groats of one of the Richards; 
the ſtile is, RICARD: DI: GRA: REX: ANGL: Z: 
FRANC: the face reverſe, and legend the ſame as in. thoſe 
of Henry IV. V. VI. &c. and I did therefore aſcribe them 
to Richard II. but for no other reaſon, fave that I could not 
meet with any one that could fay, he either had, or had ſeen, 
any of Richard III's coin: But now I incline to believe they 


are 
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Richard III's groats; both becauſe the letters of the in- 
ſcription are exactly of the ſame kind with thoſe of Henry 
VI. and Edward IV. and principally, becauſe the weight of 
them is above one third part ſhort of the ſtandard of Richard 


II's time; but comes up well enough to the ſtandard of 


Richard III. The weight of the former, by the indenture, 


ought to be 3 dwts. 4 gr.; the latter, 2 dwts. 3 gr.: the hea- 


vieſt of theſe 1s, 1 dwt.

If this conjecture of mine prove true, then Richard III's

ply (of which I make little doubt), I ſhould be much 
troubled with interlineing and adding. I. doe much 
reciprocate with you in thoſe feeling and prudent expreſſions 
with which your letter 1s. abundantly repleniſhed ; and for 
matter of Church Governement I dare boldly fay, that you 
and I ſhould not differ about it;, for we both defire that the 
ſame order and diſcipline might be ſettled, which was prac- 
tiſed in thoſe bleſſed primitive times, next after the holy 
Apoſtles leaft this vaile of miſery for a Crowne of Glory.

In the cuſtody of the Lord Treſurer and Chamberlains of 
the Exchequer (at the Tally Office) are the Plea Rolls ; of 


theſe they have ſufficient abſtracts in divers paper bookes, 


which, I preſume, they will give you leave to look over, 
and copy what you think pertinent. There are likewiſe the 
Fines till the end of King Henry VII's reigne, bundled by 
counties; as allo, bundles of thoſe wherein lands lying in 
divers counties are contained, titled, Fines de drverfis is Com 
tatibus.

reluctant only, as he leſt the tottering church behind him. - Biſhop Hall, 

then Dean of Worceſter, was one of the Divines ſent by James 1. to affiſt 
at the Synod of Dort; but the air not agreeing with his conſtitution, he 
ſoon returned, and at his departure, the States preſented him with a gold 
medal, as a mark of their great and juſt eſteem for his learning and abilities. 
In 1627 he was conſecrated Bi ſhop of Exeter, and fourteen years after tranſlated 
to Norwich, but was prevented from exerciſing his duty by the troubles of 
thoſe times: For, after having been impriſoned ſeveral months in the Tower 
with eleven other Biſhops, he was ſuffered to return to. his dioceſe ; but his 
eſtate, both real and perſonal, was ſeized and ſequeſter'd, and an inventory 
taken of all his goods; which, with his Library, were expoſed to ſale ; of 
the profits of his Biſhoprick he received only a fifth, and at laſt they turned 
him out of his palace ; upon which he retired to a ſmall houſe at Heigham, 


where he died September 8, 1650, in his $2d year. The ignominious treat- 


ment he received, is beſt ſeen in his own Hard Meaſure, inſerted in his works; 
by which it appears he was reduced to great neceſſity; and his letter to Mr. 
Calthrop was, I preſume, the effect of ſome pecuniary aſſiſtance afforded him 
by that gentleman.

= wich, and executor of the ſaid Edmund Gonvill. Some 
time after, John Caius, doctor of phyſic, improved this 


hall into a new college, ſince called after his own name. 74 
This that follows is an extract from the annals of this Anno il 
college, and alſo from the evidences of the ſaid college; 1347. 4 
deſigned only to ſet forth the endowments of it, and how [i

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and to what purpoſe they became endowed as they are at 
this day. 


Edmund Gonvill, rector of Terrington in Norfolk, ob- 
tained his patents under the great ſeal of England, dated at 


Weſtminſter, Jan. 28, 22 E. III; by which he had leave 


to convert his three meſſuages, with the orchards and ap- 
purtenances, then worth 20 8. per ann. ſituate in Leyborn, 
or Lurghburne Jane, in the pariſhes of St. Benedict and 


St. Buttolph, in Cambridge“ (the place where now 


Bennet- college orchard is), into a perpetual college of 


twenty ſcholars, ſtudents in logic, and other ſciences; 


and that he mght give it what name he would. 


In this year, by his desd bearing date en Thurſday in 
Whitſun week, at Terrington, he granted to John Colton, 
of Terrington, the firſt cuſtos of his hall in the honour of 
the Annunciatian of the Bleſſed Virgin Mary; and to four 


other ſcholars, William Rougham, John de Terringtan, 


William de Lee, and Richard de Pulham, nomine cuſtodis 
& ſcholiarium aulæ ſuæ de Gonville, and to their ſucceſ- 


ſors, for a perpetual habitation. according to the king's li- 
cence, and ſuch rules and orders as he gave them; intend- 
ing there to eſtabliſh twenty ſcholars, . which he had done 
by his ſtatutes and rules before this time, viz. before the 
date of this deed. This deed is ſealed with his own arms,

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and the counterpart with the college ſeal, or the ſeal of his 


hall, then eſtabliſhed nomine aulæ, &c. 


Edmund Gonvill died. i En Witten Bateman, 
biſhop of Norwich, his executor; and left to him the care 
of his hall, and a great ſum of money, with intent that 
he ſhould perfect what he had begun. At this time the 


| biſhop was building Trinity-hall as of his own foundation, 


and for civilians, he being doctor of that faculty. 


Biſhop Bateman laid aſide the name of Gonvill, and ſub- 
ſtituted the appellation of the Blefled Virgin Mary, and 
cauſed it by his own power to be called bo College, or 
Houſe of the Annunciation of Mary the Virgin ; but let 
the keeper and ſcholars Gonvill had appointed remain 
there ſtill. This was done by his own decretal letters for 
this purpoſe &, Dec. 21, 1351, being confirmed and ap- 


proved by the biſhop of Ely, and chancellor and congrega- 


tion of Cambridge, under the univerſity ſeal. 
Biſhop Bateman, by his own authority only, enlarged 
the ſtatutes, and preſcribed others (which Gonvill did 


not) to the keeper and fellows; and by his own autho- 


rity only, without any power from the king, gave them 
a common ſeal. Theſe things were done while the hall 
was in Lurghburne lane.

Nor that the biſhope that ſett downe this order for 
the nonnes, was founder of Trynyte baule in Cambryge, 
and apoynted and made the rulis for the government of 
that houſe; and at that tyme dyd alſo ordeyne, and ſett 
down the rulis and ſtatutes for Gunwell hall, at the re- 
queſt of the founder thereof; and dyd beſtowe certeyne co- 
modite thereon, whoſe name was Wyllyam Bateman, ſe- 
conde brother to Sir Bartlemue Bateman, knyght; the 
ſayd biſhop beyng embaſyor dyed beyonde the ſe. Mr. 
Bartlemue dyed and was buried in the abbey at Flyxton. 


In this year king Edward III, by the conſent and con- 
trivance of the biſhop (becauſe he deſired to have two halls 
together), g ave leave to the keeper and fellows ef this 
hall, to Things it for a meſſuage or edifice belonging to 
Benedict-college, then called Guilda corporis Chriſti et 
beatæ Mariz, with the appurtenances, which was called 
the ſtone-houſe, and was ſometime the capital melſuage of 
John de Cambridge, knyght, one of the juſtices of the 
King's Bench, and with other tenements, late John 
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SELECT PAPERS. 
Goldeorn's, adjoining to the other meſſuage of John de 


Cambridge, with the orchard, other appurtenances, and 


ſchool there. Of this meſſuage of John de Cambridge, 


and of the tenements of John Goldeorn, being tranf- 


formed and altered; the biſhop made the north ſide of the 


college with the kitchen. Thus the ſtructure of the north 


fide of Gonvill court was framed, and made an habitation 


for the keeper and four fellows : how the other two ſides 


were built, the chapel, hall, and library, with the ſtables, 


and other edifices on the Weſt fide of the hall, when and 


by whom, may be ſeen in the annals; this being ai im- 
proper place to inſert 1 it in: 


All this while the college was unendowed ; and Gon- 


vill, while he lived, maintained the cuſtos and ſcholats 


out of his own purſe; as alſo did biſhop Bateman, till 
about this time; for the firſt endowment of this hall, were 


the three eccleſiaſtical benefices of Wilton, Fouldon; and 
Mutford; the patronages of which three churches, with. 


the glebes and penſions, the college formerly bought with 
their own money, of Sir Edmund Hemprave, knight, and 


Hugh de Chintriaco, prior of the monaſtery of St. Pancraſs 
of Lewis (as by their grants appears); and this year the 


biſhop appropriated them to the college: they were all 
three of the yearly value of 28 1. 


On Thurſday after the feaſt of St. Matthew the wot, 


biſhop Bateman, by his deed, gave unto John Colton, his 
chaplain and keeper of the hall, William de Rougham, 


John de Terrington, William de Lee, and Aicher de

leges might aliene their lands, until the ſtatutes of 13 


and 14 of Eliz. and ſome former ſtatutes diſabled thei: 
tis not probable it could be loſt by neglect, when the 
college had ſo few and ſmall endowments. Theſe four 
fellows in proceſs of time, before the gift of Dame Mary 
Pakenham, or ſoon after, ſhrunk into three; who, with thc

William Fiſwick, beadle of the univerſity, on the fourtli 
of the calends of April, gave by his will his hoſtle, with

young ſcholars belonging to Gonvill-hall were firſt inſti« 


tuted, It was ſituate over againſt the Weſt fide of the out-

a prieſt ; or at leaſt a ſtudent in Divinity, and to be a prieſt

he was to receive ſix marks per ann. for his ſtipend. This 
excellent woman, beſides theſe lands, gave ſeveral con- 
ſiderable ſums to the college; and when it was in a low 
condition, contributed to the building of part of Gonvill 
court, and the outward walls of the college; and there- 
fore Dr. Caiusſays he had almoſt called her, the moſt in- 
dulgent mother and nurſe of the college. 


The lady Ann Scroope, ſometime wife of the lord Jolin 
Scroope, of Bolton, March 4, gave the manor of Morti- 
mers, in Newnham, by Cambridge, with the mill; for 
the procuring of which in mortmain, the lady Ann Drury 
gave 40 J. This was given for the maintenance of a 
fellow to be a prieſt, and of the dioceſe of Norwich; his 
ſtipend to be, 81. per ann. This lady was daughter and 
heir of Sir Robert Harling, knt. and dame Jane his wife 
which ſaid Jane was the daughter and heir of John Gon- 
vill, eſq. deſcended in a direct and hereditary line from 
Sir Nicholas Gonvill, kat, elder brother to Edmund 
 Gonvill our founder. This lady was intombed in St. 
Ann s chapel in Eaſt Herling church, in Norfolk; which 
. chapel

chapel is now ſtanding, though converted into a ſchool ; 
her monument is alſo remaining, which is in the wall be- 
tween the chancel and the church; it is an altar tomb, the 
plane of which is difrobed of many braſſes; the wall itſelf 
ſerves for a cupilo over this tomb, ſo that one may ſtand 
in the chancel and look through the wall into the chapel, 
and the tomb has the ſame proſpe&t both ways: it is on 
the North fide of the chancel. In the window in the 
chapel right oppoſite to-the monument are many effigies. 
The manor's name which ſhe gave to the college was 
called Mortimers; for one of that family when Sir R. 
Harling, her father, married a Mortimer, gave him this 
manor; which ſaid Sir Robert lies buried in the South ifle 
of Herling church aforeſaid, with this inſcription on a braſs

Joyed : by which charter he himſelf was made a founder, 
and added to Gonvill and Bateman, and had leave to ap- 


point rules and ſtatutes for the maſter, fellows, and ſcho- 


lars to obſerve and keep; provided they were not repug- 


nant to the ſtatutes of Bateman, or any way encroaching 
upon the queen's prerogative, or her ſucceſſors. He had 
alſo, by the charter, licence to give in mortmain to the col- 
lege, lands to the value of 70 l. per ann.; and the college to 


receive in mortmainlandsto the value of 100l. per ann. andto 
found two fellows or more, and twelve ſcholars or more; the 


college to be called the college of Gonvill and Caius, and 


to be incorporated by the name of The Maſter and Fellows 
of Gonvill and Catus College, founded in honour of the

On the feaſt of the Annunciation of the Virgin Mary, 
1588, Dr. Caius dedicated and conſecrated the college to 
the honour of the Annunciation aforeſaid, to which it was 
formerly dedicated by Gonvill and Bateman, and en- 
dowed it (beſides plate, money, books, and other things 


which now and ſoon after he gave to it,) with the manor 


of Croxley, in Snell's-hall, in Rickmanſworth, in Hert- 


fordſhire, then 231. 18. 7d. per ann. formerly parcel 


of the lands of the abbey of St. Alban'ss The 
manor of Runcton, in Norfolk, formerly belonging to 
2 the 
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the monaſtery of St. Edmund's Bury, in Suffolk, then 22 1. 
5's. per ann. together with the parſonages of the churches 
of Holme, Wallington, and the manor of Burnham, in 


Norfolk, formerly belonging tothe monaſteryof Wymond- 
ham, then 61. per ann. All theſe manors he purchaſed 


of King Philip and Queen Mary (they being veſted in the 
crown upon the diſſolution of monaſteries), on the 12th 
of Feb. in the 4th and 5th years of their reign, at the 
price of 103ol. 12s. 6d. * But the advowſons of Runc- 
ton, Holme, and Wallington, were conveyed before that 


time to Sir Edward Fynes, Lord Clinton and Saye, high 


admiral of England, and Henry Herdſon, of London, 


by E. VI. anno regni 6to. Dec. 11; fo that the college 


has loſt them. After the determination of the leaſes then 


in being, Doctor Caius ordained the raiſing of the rents, 
together with the quit-rents, to the annual ſum of 1211.

On the 12th of Feb. this year, Thomas Wendy, doctor 


of phyſic, gave to the college his rectory of Haſlenfield, 


in Cambridgeſhire, aſter the deceaſe of his wife Margaret, 
who died anno 1570, on condition that the college ſhould 


lett it in fee-farm, together with the patronage of the 


church, unto his heir at law for ever; reſerving out of it 
only 10 l. per ann. clear rent, which was thus to be diſ- 


poſed of; 8 marks to a fellow, to be paid ſine liberatura

ings in a dinner or fupper that day. His fellow alſo was 


to pray for his ſonPs welfare, &c. Aſter the deceaſe of 


his wife Margaret, which was 21 Dec. 150, this rectory 
was demiſed, by the college, to his nephew and heir

paid for 38 years, viz; until 1609, at which time the ar-

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in Latin, which he directed, at the fire's fide > and if the 


recitation was omitted a month together, the uſe of theſe 
lands, with the benefit thereof, was to go to Trinity Halls 
until they ſhould willingly perform the fame ; this was 


called Firegrace. In this year the prayer and verſes are 


recorded in the college annals. Before this and Biſhop 
Shafton's gift, there was no fire in the hall or parlour, 
but at the charge and coſt of the maſter and fellows. 


This year, Joan Tim widow, late the wife of Robert 
Trapps, of London, goldſmith, on the 28th of Oct. by 
the perſuaſion of Dr. Caius, gave lands to the yearly value 
of 111. 6s. 8d. for the ſtipends of four ſcholars, and one 
mark yearly to the college, for extraordinary uſes ; eve- 


ry ſcholar to have four marks yearly, and to be called 
Trapp's Scholars: this was ſettled by her truſtees, with 
certain conditions for the election of her ſcholars ; one 
or more of them to be choſen by the governors of the 


free: ſchool of Sandwich, in Kent; they are to be children 


of poor parents, which of themſelves are not able to main- 


tain them. 


This year Dr. Caius, at his own coſt, purchaſed of the

On the 29th day of July following, this brave man 
died at London of a languiſhing diſeaſe, and dilturbed, 
as may be gueſled, at the furious and raſh zeal of thoſe 
times. He was born on the 6th of Oct. 1510. On the 
2d and 3d of July before he died, he gave order for 
making his ſepulchre under the altar of the Virgin Mary, 


on the north ſide of the chapel, where he would have his 
body laid. When the chapel was rebuilt, he was found 
in a vault, and though he had been buried ſuch a long 
time, yet his body was whole and perfect before it was 


touched, and his beard was very long; and upon com- 
paring the picture with his viſage, there was found a 


great reſemblance: His tomb is now crected above that 


place in the wall. This altar that he was buried under, 
was not the high altar, but a private inferior one; for 
there was always a high altar, and many peculiar altars 
in thoſe times in all churches and chapels ; and all altars 
formerly were built of {tone or brick, about the height 
of a table, and then covered with one large ſtone ; and 
where we ſee many large grave ſtones in a church that 
never had any inſcription, we mult not think them to be 


laid on graves, but that they are the ſtones which are ta- 


ken off the altars, and laid in thoſe places at the reforma- 
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tion. I have ſeen many of the altars ſtanding, the 


ſtones being taken off the top, as in the veſtry of Gar- 
boldiſham, and elſewhere ; and there are ſome few al- 


tars left ſtanding untouched in ſome places, which are 


now taken for tombs, but may be very eaſily diſtinguiſh- 
ed from them by their poſition ; for they all ſtand north 
and ſouth, as all tombs ſtand eaſt and weſt. The altars 


being exactly like a tomb, gave occaſion for thoſe ſort of 


tome to be called Altar Tombs, 1. e. tombs made as 
to height and * like an altar.

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Richard Williſon, of Sugwas, in Hertfordſhire, gave 
certain lands and tenements, without impeachments of 
waſte, in Haglo and Pulton, in the pariſh of Aron, in the 
foreſt of Dean in Glouceſterſhire ; but before his gift, he 
leaſed them out at very ſmall rents for 1000 years, re- 
ſerving upon all the farms, but 71.

The 4th of March, William Cutting, gent. died, and x 599- 
by his will gave to the college an annual rent-charge for 
ever of 1 31. 6s. 8 d. out of all his lands and tenements 
called Allens, alias Rumbalds, in the pariſh of Weſt 
Tilbury, in Eſſex, for the ſtipends of four poor ſcholars 
born in Norfolk, ſo as every one ſhould receive 31.

But, becauſe the college, as a corpora- 
tion, or body politic, was not in a legal capacity to re- 
ceive ſuch a gift, they did not enjo⸗ it till 1612; when

This year the long leaſe of Mortimers manor came 1695.

Famulum tuum ; and at the Ende therof kneele againe 
till the Quere have done ſinging Hyrie Cleyſon ; and 
than ſhall he riſe and ſaye Deus vobiſcum, with thes 
Oryſons, Omnipotens ſempiterne Deus, &c. Benedic 
Domine, &c. Deus ineffabilis, &c. Deus qui Populis, 
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&c. at the Ende wherof, when it is comen unto thes 
Wordes Per omnia ſecula ſeculorum, he ſhall chaunge 
his Voice, and ſing then in Prelate wiſe unto thes 
Wordes, Per Chriſtum Dominum noſtrum; which 
Wordes ſhall be ſaid in bare Voice. 

TR ESs Oriſons ſo being ended, the King, that all this 
While hath lyen groveling, ſhall riſe and ſit in the Chaire 
before the Cardinall, as was done before, when the ſaid 
Cardinall made certain Interrogations, as, Ye will keepe ? 
In the whych Chaire, after he hath ſomwhat reſted him- 
ſelf; he ſhall riſe, and go up to the High Aulter, ſuſ- 
teinid with the faid Buſshops as aboveſaid; whereas the 
King ſhall be unarayed and unclothed, by his Chamber- 
lain, into his Cote of crymſen Satten, largely openid as 
the Shirts be; which all three Robes, and ij Shirtes ſhall 
be openid afore and behinde, on the Shulders and the 
Elbowes, by the faid Cardinall, to the Intent that in 
thes Places he may be anoynted. 

Ap whiles he is anoynted, Sir Thomas Mountgomery 
and Sir Thomas Burgh bene appoynted for to hold a 


Pall over him, and firſt the ſaid Cardinall, fitting, ſhall 


anoynte the King, kneelyng, with Quiſshins of holie 
Oyle in the Palmes of his Bodie and his Handes, ſeying 


thes Wordes, Ungatur Manus; with this Collect, Reſpice 


omnipotens Deus, &c. the Quene ſinging in the meane 
Tyme and contynually whiles the King is anoynting, 
Ungerunt Regem, &c. and the Pſalme Domine in Vir- 
tate tua letabitur Rex, &c. untill he hath anoynted the 
King of the ſame Oyle on his Breſte, in tlie Midds of 

his 
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his Back, on his twoo Shulders, on his twoo Elbowes, 
and on his Head, with the ſaid Oyle, making a Croſſe; 
and afterwarde making another Croſſe with the holie 
Creyme on his Head; after the End of the ſaid Collect, 
faying to every Place to be anoynted Wordes con- 
venyent ; as, in Example, to the Head thes Wordes, 
Ungatur Caput ; and to the Shulders, Ungatus Scapule, 
&c. And it is to be remembred, that the Abbot of 
Weſtminſter, after the Kings anoynting, ſhall drye all 
the Places of the Bodie, where he was anoynted, with 


ſome Coton or Lynen Clothe ; which is to be brent ; and 


farthwith cloſe and lace again the Openings of the Kings 
{ſaid Shirts and Cotes; putting over the Kings Handes a 


Paire of Lynen Gloves, to be brought thither by his ſaid 


Chamberlain, &c. 
THEN ſhall the ſaid Cardinall ſay thes Oryſons, Deus 
Dei Filius, et Deus qui es Juſtorum. 

TH1s done, the King ſhall riſe, and alſo the Cardinall ; 
the Abbot of Weſtminſter ſhall put on the King a Tabard 
of Tartaryn white, ſhapen in Maner of a Dalmatike ; 
and he ſhall put over the Kings Hcad a Coyſe ; the fame 
to be Chamberleyn, which ſhall continually abide upon 
the Kings head untill the eight Daye next following ; at. 
which Daye, after a ſolempne Maſſe, faid by a Buſshopp 
before the King, the ſaid Buſshopp ſhall take the oyſe 
from the Kings Heade, and, after the fame waſhed, 
dryed and kembed, he ſhall put upon it a Cyrcle of 
Golde; the which he ſhall beare all that Daye bareheaded 
in the Reverence of his 


SONE 
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SONE after, the ſaid Cardinall ſhall bleſſe ſuch Orna- 
ments Royall as followed, ſinging the Oryſon Deus Rex, 
Regina, &c. and the ſaid Abbot ſhall put the ſame upon 
the King; that is to ſay, a long Cote, unto the Heeles, 
wrought before and behinde with great Images of Golde, 
his Hoſen, Saddles and Spurres to be made mecte for his 
Leggs and for his Feete ; wherefore it is to be provided 
by the Sexten of Weſtminſter, that all Ornaments Royall, 
with the Crowne, be layed upon the High Aulter before 
the Kings comyng, that all Things may be done with- 
out Let. 5 

AFTER this, his Swearde ſhall be bleſſed of the Car- 
dinall, ſaying this Oryſon, Exandi Domine preces noſ- 
tras, &c. which Oryſon ended, all the Buſshops ſhall 
deliver to him, and ſeaſe him, ſtanding, with a Swearde, 
thei all leying their Handes on the ſame, and the Car- 
dinall ſaying unto him Accipe Gladium, &c. and with 
the ſame Swearde ſhall girde himſelf. 

THE King, thus girded with this Swearde, and ſtand- 

ing, ſhall take Armyll of the Cardinall, ſaying thes 
Wordes, Accipe Armula : And it is to wit, that Armyll 
is made in Manner of a Stole woven with Golde and ſet 
with Stones, to be put by the Cardinall about the Kings 
Neck, and comyng from bothe Shulders to his bothe 
Elbowes, where thei ſhall be faſtenid by the Abbot of 
Weſtminſter with Lace of Silke to every Side the Elbowe 
in two Places; that is to ſay, above the Elbowes and 
beneth; and at the ſame Tyme the fame Cardinall 
ſhall ſet upon the King a Pall Royall ij Square woven

his Mantell, as a Tabard, a Kyrtle, or any of them. 
For the Queene allo ſhall be ordeynid an other Cloſet 
nere to the Awlter, where ſhall be chaumged, by her 
Gentlewomen of her Chambre, into newe Garments : 


viz. a Circle Royall of purple Velvet, a Mantell, with a 


Trayne of the ſame. 
THE King, by his Chamberlayn, and the Queene, by 


her Gentlewoman, thus of newe in their Robes arayed, 


ſhall go from their Cloſetts to the ſaid Awlter afore the 
Shryne of St. Edward, where the ſaid Cardinall, in Pon 
tificabilus, as at Maſſe, ſhall put upon their Heades two 
other Crownes meete for the ſame; and the King and 


the Queene, having in their Handes their Sceptres, ſhal:

ſhall go, in great Triumphe, under the Ccle borne by 


the v Portee, as above, from the Pulpit by the ſame Way 
as he came, his Rodd, and four Sweardes, borne by the 
ſame Eſtates as afore ; whereof two of them, that is to 
lay, Curtana and the Swearde that he was girde with, 

both 
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both flatt, without Sharpe Poyntes, ſhall be borne naked; 
the other two in Scabards, in Tokening that a King ought 
more to remembre Man than Straitneſſe of Judgement. 
The Cardinall, all Lordes Spiritual in their Robes, the 
great Officers, and all other Lordes Temporall, alſo, in 
their Robes, and ſet in dewe Order as aboveſaid, with 
the Knightes of the Bathe, and other Noblemen, with. 
Harawlds, Officers of Armes, Trumpetts and Mynſtrells, 
ſhall attende upon him throughout Weftminſter Hall. 
When he hath, at his Pleaſure, ſomwhat reſted him in the 


ſame Eſtate with thes Nobles, he may retourne unto the 
ſaid Hall, there royally to be ſervid, as is PN to the 


Feaſt of his Corenacion, &c.

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The CORONACION of QEEENE 
ELIZABETH. 


HE King our Soveraigne Lorde, the 1jd Yere of 

his moſt noble Reign, being at Warr the Moneth 

of September laſt paſt, determined the Coronation of 
Elizabeth, his moſt dere Wief, eldeſt Doughter and 
Heire of the famous Prince, of excellent Memorie, King 
Edward the Fourthe, to be ſolempniſed at Weſtminſter 
the Day of St. Kateryn next then enſuing ; and therupon 
directed his moſt honorable Lettres unto the Nobles of 
this his Realme, to geve theyr dewe Attendaunce upon 
the ſame; and alſo directed other Lettres unto divers 
Nobles, to prepare and aredy themſelfs to be with his 


Grace at London at a certein Day to them appoynted, 


there to be made Knightes of the Bathe, and ſo to receve 
the honorable Ordre of Knighthood in worſhippin g the 
ſaid Coronacion, whoſe Names be expreſſed in Ordre 


hereafter following. 


AND 
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AND a ſixe Dayes before the Coronacion there was a 
Commiſſion made out of the Chauncery to the high and 
mightie Prince the Duke of Bedforde, Great Stewarde of 
England for that Feaſt, and to divers other Eſtates, like 
as is ſhewyd by the Copie of the ſame following : 
HEnkIcCus, & cet. Chariſſimo avunculo ſuo Jaſpari 
Duci Bedfordiz, et chariſſimis conſanguineis ſuis Joanni

And that done, 
he fat the Crown upon the Queenes Head, where under 
was a Coyfe put by my faid Ladie for the Conſerva- 
cion of the holie Unction, which is afterward to be de- 
liverid to the ſaid Archbuſshop, faying thes Wordes, 
Officuum meum : And then he deliverid unto the 
Queene a Sceptre in her Right Hande, and a Rodde 
in her Left Hande, faying this Oriſon, Oremus 
Domine.

Ad, after this, the Queene, as before, was brought 
up agayn to her Siege Royall of Eſtate, where ſhe fat 
ſtill till Agnus Dei was begone; and aſter Per omnia 


ſecula ſeculorum, the Archbuſshop turned him to the 


uere, bleſſing with this Oriſon, Omnipotens Deus cha- 
riſmatum, &c. wherunto the Queene anſwearid, Amen. 
And in the Tyme of finging of Agnus Dei, Pax was 
brought to the Queene by the Buſshop of Worcelter, 
which brought the Booke ; and when the Queene had 
kiſſed yt, ſhe deſcended, and came to the High Awlter, 
and had a Towell holden before her by two Buſshops; 
and there ſhe, lowly inclyning herſelf to the Grownde, 
ſaid her Confiteor, the Prelates ſaying Miſereatur, and 
the Archbuſshop the Abſolution : And then the Queene, 
ſomwhat ariſing herſelf, received the bleſſed Sacra- 
ment. 

Ap thes things reverently accompliſhed, the Queene 
retourned to her Siege Royall, and there abode till the 
Maſſe was ended: And the Maſſe done, her Grace, ac- 
companyed with Prelates and Nobles, deſcended from 
her Siege Royall of Eſtate, and went to the High Awl- 
ter; where the ſaid Archbuſshop, arayed in Pontificabi- 
lus, as he ſaid Maſle, with all the Miniſters of lis Awlter 
before him, went before the Awlter of the Shryne of St. 
Edward the King; and after him followed all other 
Prelates and Lordes: And the Queenes Grace coming 
before the ſaide Awlter of the Shryne, the ſaid Archebuſ- 
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ſhop toke the Crowne of her Head, and ſet it upon the 
Awlter. | 

AND in the aforeſaid Church, on the right Side, be- 
twene the Pulpit and the High Awlter, was ordeynid a 
goodly Stage, coverid and well beſene with Clothe of 
Arras, and well latiſed, wherin was the Kings Grace, my 
Ladie his Mother, and a goodlie Sight of Ladies and 
Gentlewomen attending upon her ; as my Ladie Mar- 


garet Pole, Daughter to the Duke of Clarence, and 


many other. 

AnD when the Divine Service was thus ſolempnely end- 
ed, and all done, the retourne of the Queene unto her 
Palace, with all her goodly and royall Company, was 
aſter the Maner as enſeweth. DE, „ 

FIRST, Eſquiers, Knights, and than the Barons of the 
Eſchequer, and Judges, Officers of Armes, Buſshops 
and Chapleyns in their Copes, or Robes of Parliment, 
all on the right Side: And the Barons in their Robes, 
and the Erles in their Robes of Eſtate; ſaving the Great 
Chamberlayn, which was in his Parliment Robes; went 
all on the leſt Side: And after them went, nere the Preſent, 
the Dukes and Garter, and the Mator of London next 
before the Conſtable and Marſhall. And when the 
Queene was come into the Hall, ſhe went into the White 
Hall, and ſo to her Chamber. And in the meane Tyme, 
the high and mightie Prince, the Duke of Bedforde, in a 
Gowne of Cloth of Golde, richely furred, on a goodlie 
Courſour, richely trapped with a Trapper embrowdred 
with redd Roſes, a Border of Golde Smithes Worke in- 

rampaſshed 
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rampaſshed with red Dragons, a long white Rodd in his 
Hande, a riche Cheyne about his Neck ; .and the Erle of 
Darbie, Lorde Standley; and Conſtable of Englande 
allo in a riche Gowne furred with Sables, and a riche 
Cheyne of Golde, manyfolde about his Neck; alfo his 
Courſour richely trapped and cnarmed ; that is to ſay, 
quarterly Golde; the firſt Quarter a Lion of Gowles, having 
a Mans Head in a Becoket of Silver; and in the ſeconde, 
a like Lion of Sables; and his Trapper was riche, curi- 
ouſly wrought with the Nyelde ; for the Mans Viſage in 
the Bicoket ſhewed very well favorid ; and he had his 
Staf of Office in his Hande. And the Erle of Notting- 
ham, Viſcount Barkeley, and Marſhall of England, rodde 
allo on a Courlour richely trapped in a Trapper of 
Clothe of Golde embrowdred, and his gilt Staf of his 
Office in his Hande; which three great Eſtates rodde 
about the Hall ; and eſpecially the Erle Marſhall had 
great Payne, and his Servaunts with tipped Staves, to 
avoyde the People, for the Preſſe was ſo great: And after 
that the Queene was retourned and waſshed, the Arch- 
buſshop of Canturbury ſaid Grace. Dame Kateryn Grey 
and Mres. Detton went unto the Table, where thei fat on 
either Side the Queens Feete all the Dyner Tyme. The 
Archbuſshop of Canturbury ſat at the Tables Ende, on 
the Right Hande ; the Duches of Bedforde and my La- 
die Cecil, the Queenes Siſter, ſat at the other Ende at the 
Left Hande: And the Counteſſe of Oxenforde and the 
Countelle of Rivers kneeled on either Side the Queene, 
and at certein Tymes helde a Kercheſe before her Grace. 
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And on high, in the Ende of the Hall, before the Wyn- 
dowe, there was made a Stage for the Trumpetts and 
Mynſtrells; which, when the firſt Courſe was ſet for- 
warde, began to blowe; the Sergeaunt of Armes before 
them. The Comptroller and Treaſaurer, and then the 
ij Eſtates afore reherſed, on Horſeback ; and the Lorde 
Fitzwater, Sewer, in his Surcote, with Tabard Sleves, and 
a Hoode about his Neck, and his Towell above all, ſewed 
the Meſſes as enſeweth, all borne by Knights. |

Wifes, were wont to be cryed in generall; and that was 
left this Yere, becawſe there was none, ſaving my Lorde 
Straunge, that gave any Largeſſe.

Tuts Chriſtmas there was many Lords mo in the 
Court, ſome coming, and ſome going, which gave no 
Rewards to the Officers of Armes, whole Names ſhall be 
ſhewed in the great Numbre of the xijth Daye ; and on 
Newe Yeres Day at Night ther was a goodlie diſguiſing; 
and alſo this Chriſtmas were many and divers Playes. 

On the Twelfe Evyn the King went to the Evenſong 
in his and Surcot over it with Tabarde 
Sleves ; and his Cappe of Eſtate on his Head, with the 
Hoode about his Shulders, in Doctor Wiſe; and that 
Night there was no Lorde in Robes faving the King. 
That Feaſt Lord John Moreton, Archbuſshop of Cantur- 
burie, did the Divine Service. And on the Morow, at 
Mattens Tyme, all other Eſtates and Barons had their 
Surcots on with their Hoodes : And in the Proceſſion 
Tyme thei were all in their Robes of Eſtate ; and the 
King and the Quene were crowned; and my Ladie the 
Kings Mother had on a riche Coronell. The Duke of 
Bedforde bare the Cappe of Eſtate next before the King; 
and the Erle of Oxenforde, Great Chamberlayn of 
England, bare the Kings Trayne. The Erle of Darbie

marveilous riche Clothe of Eſtate, and the Archebuſshoj 
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and the Erle of Nottingham went next before the'Cap'of 
Eſtate, which were on the Right Hande, a litle before 
the Sweard : And next before the Conſtable, Garter King 
of Armes; and on his Left Hande, the Kings Secretarie, 
and the Treaforer of England before them: And before 
him, the Treaſorer and Comptroller of the Kings Howſe: 
Before them, all other Officers of Armes, Harawlds and 
Purſuyvaunts; and before them, Carvers and Cupberers 
in their Robes: And the Gentlemen Uſhers gave their 
Attendaunce on the Chamberlayn, or ſhould have done. 
The Dake of Suff followed next unto the King; and 


the Lord Dawbeney accompanyed the Embaſſadour of 


Fraunce, and the Buſshop of Exceter accompanyed the Pro- 
tonotarie of Sandvile, and all other Erles and Viſcountes 
followed them. And then the Queene, crowned, and 
my Ladie the Kings Mother, in like Mantell and Sur- 
cote as the Queene, with a Coronell on her Head, went 
aſide Half the Half Lenght of her Trayne ; and Fowler 
bare over his Right Arme, caſt over his Shulder, the 


Trayne of my Ladie the Kings Mother: And then ſol- 


lowed the Counteſſe of Oxenforde and the Counteſle of 
Rivers with riche Circuletts on their Heades : And ſo all 
other Ladies and Gentlewomen followed them ; and the 
Barons, Baronetts and Gentlewomen tollowed them. 
And when the High Maſſe was done, the King went to 
his Chambre, and from thence to the Hall, and there 
kept his Eſtate as enſeweth, crowned with a riche Crown 
of Golde {et with Perle and pretious Stones, and under

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of Canturburye on his Right Hande; and the Queene, 
alſo crowned, under a. Clothe of Eſtate hanging ſom-. 
what lower than the Kings, on his Left Hande ; and my

ſervid coverid : And the Erle of Oxenforde, Great 
Chamberlayn of England, waited on the Kings Crown : 
And the Erle of Ormond, the Queenes Chamberlayn, 
kneled betwene the Queene and my Ladie the Kings 
Mother, waiting on the Queenes Crown. Sir David 
Owen was Carver that Daye ; Sir Charles Somerſet, Cup- 
berer ; and thei were in their Robes : Sir William Vam- 
page, Sewer; which was in no Robes, but in a Gown 
of Ruſſet Damaſke. Sir John Forteſcu waited on the 
Cupbourde, in a Gown of crymſen Velvet, with a riche 
Color about his Neck. And after the ſeconde Courſe, 
when the Mynſtrells had played, the Officers of Armes 
| deſcended from their Stage, and Garter gave the King 
Thanckings for his Largeſſe; and . the Kings 
Highnes to owe Thankings to the Queene for her Low 
poſſe: And that done, the Largeſſe both of the King and 
of the Queene was cryed ; and Edward e e 
one of the Marſhalls, drewe the Surnape, making the 
King and the Queene bothe Hole Eſtates; and to my 
Ladie the Kings Mother, Half Eſtate; and the ſame to 
the Archebuſshop of Canturburie. 

AT the Table, in the Middle of the Hawll, Gat the 
Deane, and all thoſe of the Kings Chappell, who incon- 
tinently, after the Kings firſt Courſe, ſang a Carrolde.

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Tux Duke of Bedforde began the Table on the Right 
Side of the Hall; and next unto him ſat my Lorde Daw- 
beney and an Embaſſadour of the French King; and 
next unto him the Dake of Suff, and then the Protono- 
tarie of Sandvil; alſo an Embaſſadour of the French 
King, the Erle of Arundell; and againſt him fat the 
Erle of Darbie, and then the Erle of Nottingham; and 
againſt him ſat the Erle of Huntingdon, the Viſcount 


Wells and the Viſcount Liſle; with all other Barons and 
Knightes enſewing 1 in Order at hat Table to the Ende 


therof.

4nd gave His Largeſſé ts his Officers of Armes: And the 


Reverende Father in God the Buſshop of Exceter did 


the Divine Service, àntl as towching his Mawndle, and 
other Almes, as of olde Tyme accuſtomed. And tifter, in 
the fime Weeke; the King went to Hampton to ſee the 


vi Gallyes that were there at ohes : And there the King 
feaſted the Patrones and the Capteines; ; and thei pre- 
— ſented 
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ſented his Grate with ſweete Wynes, Sugers, Spices, and 
many other goodlie Things. 

Ir Eu, his Grace kept the Divine Service! in the Day | 
of St. Georg, in his own Chappell. above in the Caſtle, 
becawſe he had deferrid the Feaſt till the Sonday than 
next following, At the firſt Evenſong on St. Georgs 
Evyn, the King, nor none other Lorde of the Garter 
there being preſent, ware no Gown of the Liverey, but 
other Gownes of Silke under their Mantells. And there. 
was, on the Right Side of the King, the Erle of Oxen- 
forde, the Lorde Dawbeney; and, on the Lett Side, the 
Erle of Darbie and the Lorde Dinham. And thus the 
King kept the Quere; and on Morow was at Mattens; 
and the Queene, and my Ladie the Kings Mother, were 
in Gownes of the Garter of the fame as the King and 
the Lordes ware; and at Te Deum cenſid next after the 
| King and before the Knightes ; but none kiſſed the Goſ- 
pell, nor the Pax, fave the King and the Queene. The 
Erle of Oxenforde bare the Trayne of the Kings Man- 
tell that Seafon, The King, the Queene, and my Ladie 
the Kings Mother, went a Proceſſion about the Cloyſtre ; 

and the King both dyned and ſupped in his own Corner 
Chambre glaſed; and the aforeſaid foure Lordes fat at 
his Table. And on the Morow, the King and the Lordes 
heard their Maſle of Requiem in his own Chappell, and 

offerid; and fo did the Queene and my Ladie the Kings 
Mother. On the Sonday next following, the King kept 
a noble and a great Feaſt at Wyndeſour, in Maner and .* 
Fourme as enſeweth. 
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FRS, on the Even there was aſſembled a great Num- 
bre of Eſtates of this Realme, and in eſpecial of the Kings 
Counſell; as, the Archbuſshop of Canturburie, the Arch- 
buſshop of Yorke, the Buſshop of Lincolne, the Buſshop 
of Exceter, the Chief Juſtice of the Kings Benche; for at 
that Seaſon arrived many Embafladours of divers Coun- 
treis; as of the King of Romans Sonne; the Duke alſo 
from the King of Scotts, and from the Duke of Bri- 
taigne; for which great Matters the King differrid the 
Chaptre unto Aſternone, and commaunded the Lord 
Dinham and Sir Thomas Aborowgh to enſtall, in his 
Name, the Erle of Shrewſburie, and the reverende Father 
in God the Buſshop of Wincheſter, Prelate of the Ordre, 
_ preſent at his Charge; and alſo the Lorde Wodvill. 
And this was at a ſolempne Maſle' of our Ladie ſong by 
them of the Colledg : Wherfore the faid Erle gave to 
the Singers of the Quere a great Rewarde. And at Af- 
ternone, the King, accompanied with his Bretherne of 
the Garter, in their Mantells, and'in the Gownes of their 
Liverey of the laſt Yere, rode from the Quadrant on 
Hackneys to the Colledg, and went to their Chaptre, 
and helde their Chaptre a great Tracte of Tyme; and 
from thence went to Evenſong: The Queene and my La- 
die the Kings Mother being in like Gownes of that Live- 
rey, riding in a riche Chaireot coverid with riche Clothe 
of Golde; vj Courſours in the fame Chairiot garneſshid 
with the ſame Clothe of Golde: Alſo Xxj Lackes, cledde 
all in crymſen Velvet, and riding upon white Palfreys; 
their Sadles of Clothe of Golde, the ne of Golde-

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ſmithe Worke, with white Roſes Demy Trappure wiſe. 
Item, Sir Roger Cotton, Maſter of the Queenes Horſe, 
riding upon a Courſer trapped with Goldeſmithes Worke, 
leding the Queenes Horſe of Eſtate in his Hande, with a 


Saddle of Clothe of Golde, and therupon iij Crownes of 


Silver gilt, with Fimbres of the ſame Clothe of Golde 
hanging unto the Knees of the Horſe, harneſshid in Golde- 
ſinithes Worke Demy Trappure wiſe. And at that 
Evenſon the King and the Knightes of the Garter were 


cenſed, and neither the Queene nor my Ladie the 


Queenes Mother. That Day the King faſted; and 
therfore the Voide was incontinent after he came into 


the Great Chamber: And after the Knights ſupped all 


upon on Side, and fat after their Eſtates. On the Mo- 
row, all the Knightes of the Garter reſemblid in the Li- 
verey of the New Yere ; that is to ſaye, of white Clothe 


with Garters; all on Horſeback with riche Horſe Har- 


neys: And the Kings Courſer trapped with a Trappure of 
St. Georg of e Clothe of Golde: And the Lord 


Barnes bare the Kings Swearde; his Courſer trapped 
with a riche Trappure of Saincte Edwardes Armes. And 


thus in Ordre, and as nere after their Stalles as thei 
might, rode down to the Chappell, and ſo ſtreight to the 


Chaptre, and then to Mattens. The Quene, and my 


Ladie the Kings Mother, in like Eſtate as before, came 


to Mattens, and bode the Maſſe; but thei had neither 


cenſing nor Pax; nor the offerid not: And alſo thei 


came to the ſeconde Evenſong. And when Mattens 
was done, the Erles and the Lordes went the next Waye 


to

to the Deanes Place to Breckfaſt; and from thence to 
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the Chaptre again; and after to Proceſſion, and ſo to 
High Maſſe, and than to Dynner: And the King —_ 
his Eſtate in the Hall in Maner as enſewith. 

Tux Day of the Feaſt the King kept his Eſtate in the 


Hall, the Buſshop of Wyncheſter on his Right Hande; 


and that Day none other Eſtate fat at the Bowrde. 
ITEM, there were in the Hawll three Tables. At the 

Table on the Right Hande fat all the Knights of the 

Garter that were preſent, all upon on Side and after their 


Eſtates. That is to fay, firſt, the Duke of Suff, the Erle 


of Arundell, the Erle of Oxenforde, the Erle of Darbie, 


the Erle of Shrewſburye ; the Lorde Dinham, the Lorde 


Woodvill, the Lorde Dawbeney, and Sir Thomas Abo- 


rowgh: And a litle beneth them fat, on bothe Sids the 


Table, the Deane, the Chanons, and the Poore Knightes 
of the Colledg in their Mantells ; "un benethe them, the 


Reſidewe of the Queere. 


Ir Eu, at the Bourde in the Middle of the Hall, fat the 
Lorde Bothewell, Embaſſadour of the King of Scotts, 
and the Lorde Edmunde of Suff, the Lorde Grey, the 
Lorde Morley, the Lorde Latymer, the Lorde de Laware, 
and the Lord Barnes: And a litle beneth them ſat the 


Kings Chappell. 


ITEM, at the Table on the Left Side of the Hall fat the 


Preſident of Kuſſemborough, with other Embaſladours 
of the King of Romans and his Sonnes, the yonge Duke 


alſo. Over againſt them fat the Lorde Malpertens, Em- 
baſſadour of the Duke of Britaigne ; and the Lord Houſſe

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of the Kings Benche. And all that Side was furniſshed 
with Knightes, Eſquiers and Officers which had given 
their Attendaunce at the High Maſſe: And that Day tlie 
Hawll was merveilouſly orderid and ſervid: Knightes of 
the Garter ſervid the King of Water; Sir Davyd Owen, 
kervid; Sir Charles of Somerſet was Cupberer; Sir Wil- 
bam Vampage, Sewer ; and Edward Beauchampe, Mar- 


ſhall of the Hall, drewe the Surnape; and alſo inconti- 
nent, afore the King had waſshed, the Knights of the 


| Garter ſerved the King with Voide ; and other Gentle- 
men ſerved the Prelate : And then were ſervid Knightes 


of the Garter. And from thence the King and the 
Lordes went to the Kings Chambre; and aſter a Frafte 


of Tyme toke their Horſeæ and rode to the Colleds ; and 
after them, the Quęene and my Ladie the Kings Mother, 
with Ladies and Gentlewomen richely beſene, as is afbre 


reherſed. And the King and his Bretherhe of the Gar- 
ter entred the Chaptre Howſe, and with ten the Prelate 


of the Order; the Deane, and Mr. Olyver King, then Re- 
geſter, and Garter King of Armes, and no more; and the 


Blacke Rodde kept the Dore without forth. And when 
the King, with the other of the Order, had holde there 


Chaptre, thei went unto Evenſong; and after Evenſong 
rode up againe; and the Queene and my Ladie the 
Kings Mother followed as before; and then the King 
ſupped in his Great Chambre; the Prelate at his Bourde, 
and. the Remenaunt at a Side Table in the Preſence. 


After Supper was had the iijde Voide, brought in by 
Knightcs and other the Kings Servaunts, and deliverid 
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to Knightes of the Garter: And then the King went to 
N his Chambre. And all this Feaſt was accompliſhed by 
4 Day Light, the Ordinaunces were fo well kept. And on 
the Morowe, being Monday, the King and the Knights 
toke above in the Quadrant their Hackneys, ſome in 
Gownes of black Clothe, and ſome in Velvet, and fo rode 
to the Colledg Dore, where thei did on their Mantells, 
and ſo procedid to the Chaptre and, after that, the 
Maſſe of Requiem. And before the offering of Money, 
the Duke of Suff and the Erle of Arundell offerid the 
Sweard of the Lorde William, late Erle of Arundell ; the 
Erle of Oxenforde and the Erle of Darbie, his Helme and 
( Creſt: The Erle of Shrewſbury and the Lorde Dinham, 
=: the Swearde of the Lorde Dudley; the Lorde Dawbeney 
1 and the Lorde Woodvill, his Helme and Creſt : Which 
Sweardes and Helmes were delivered to the aforeſaid 
Lordes by Garter King of Armes: And then the King 
offerid, and after him, every Knight after his Eſtate,
